•Tho oall for non-oooperation In tho work* projooto 1* woloomod 
b y tho majority of tho rofugooo. Tho ldoa of tho otrlko la 
approved by a group of soma of our boat and alnooraat brethren, 
and thoy hart agr ee d to carry It out. Tbo oontora of propaganda 
for tbo otrlko have boon tbo flidon and Tripoli aroaa. 
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"At the sum tl#e, anothe p group of our loyal and sincere 
broth ran advocate acceptance of cooperation in tha works 
projects. Sqm of than have gone to si don district to gat In 
touch with tha refugees and our brathran to proclaim thair 
viewpoint* Baoausa of this situation, sdsundsrstanding developed 
among tha brathran* Arguments arosa and rumors spread bars 
and thars, all of which ara not in tha service of tha ganaral 
interest* 

"In visw of this, wa invited our brathran in Sidon and Beirut to 
a special moating which wa bald in tha Commit tea's offles. 

It was dseldsd to call a general meeting for the representatives 
of tha refugees in tha various parts of Lebanon so that they 
might decide for or against tha strike* Thursday, 14 September, 
was fixed as tha data for this meeting* * 

"Wa invited two representatives from oaoh camp and four repre- 
sentatives each from tha Ain al-Hilwa and Nahr al-fiarid cwpe* 

Tha total number of thoaa attending waa more than one hundred 
and eighty* 

"They truly represe n ted tha refugees. The Committee's hall 
was overcrowded withiwfugee representatives, who included 
makhtera. notables, and youths* Thair enthuslaM waa 
ercteejungly high and strong* 

•We daamad it haoasaary, with tha brethren's consent, to 
regard the meeting as consultative in character, in order to 
laajre tha people's views and than transmit than to Cairo* 

"Tha representatives expressed their views with complete 
franlosaaa and clarity. The representatives from most of ths 
camps proclaimed that tha rafugaas ware dajjjrous of holding 
the strike and boycotting thswwcrks projects* While sqm of 
tha representatives expressed various views and while others 
suggested that tha strike be expanded to include other aspects 
of the activities of the i^W^W^A^, the call for the boycott 
and the strike was strong and re presented the opinion of the 
ov e r w hel ming majority of the conferees. 

"Our stand, as Committee and hosts, waa neutral. We did not 
aunounoe any view or direction* We gave the people full 
liberty to express themselves. No arguments or debates 
developed regarding the advantages or disadvantages of the 
strike, because the majority of the conferees favored it* 

to their eountry* 
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•4 number of enthusiastic youths orltieiaed tho Arab countries 
hut me did not pendt thus to distusa this aspect. furthermore, 
iMt of tho conferees objected to orlticimu of tho Arab 
states or tho Arab Laagus* 

"finally, it was unanimously dooidod that tho conferees' 
suggestions, opinions and wiswpoints bo proaontod to Your 
Graoo in your oapaoity of loador of tho country and champion of 
tho people. so that you would bo good enough to giro your advioo 
and guidarfoo and diroot tho pooplo to what you down ia in thair 
boat Interests. Thoy aro prepared to follow your diroetiona, 

•Wo ha wo tho honor to anelooo horowith a sta tement on tho 
moating that wa haws forwardod to tha presses wall as a list 
of tho namss of saaa of thoao who attandod tho sooting; wo woro 
not ablo to tako down tha nanoa of all tha conferees. 

•In accordance with tho wiowo of tho eonforooo (thair wiowa woro 
unanimous) wo hawo tho honor to submit tho forogoing to Your 
Graoo and to request you kindly to adwiao us of your viewpoint 
in this respect, with the direction which you nay dean appropriate, 
so that we nay oonwey thm to our Palestinian brethren in 
Lebanon, wboao roprooontatiweo hawo announced their readlneea 
to act in accordance therewith. 

•Aa to our own opinion on tha subjeot, it ia inspired by Your 
Grace* a opinion. At any rate, it ia our duty to inform you 
that tho refugees aro, in general, diaaatiafiod with tho 
UlailRJWyAf/ and existing conditions. Their dissatisfaction ia 
mixed witn bitterness end despair. Refugee opinion welcomes the 
strike idea — provided that it bo followed by other stops 
that will make world opinion and the UlNi hoar tha voice of tho 
refugees, rfio can no longer bear their 1 pr ese nt situation.
